“We are not justified in 
having such a few living comfortably 
while the rest are on the dole,” he 
gtated and from this point went on to 
criticize the present-day capitalistic 
system, which in his opinion is doom- 
ed, and to present ‘constructive ideas 
on the subject. — 

In commencing his address, he out- 
lined the close connections of business 
with government. Business people are 
obliged to approach the government 
on various missions, such as the ac- 


‘quisition of r:ecial rights, articles of 


incorporation, grants, and subsidies. 
Mr. Woodsworth ‘attributed the exist- 
ence of poor labor conditions in the 
country today to the B.N.A. Act, which 
in his opinion hinders a attempts at 
reform, :

Historical Paper 


Received Little Education 
During His Youth 


MAN OF HONESTY 


J. S. Hodgson Delivers Ad- 
dress Before Society at 
. Meeting Last Night 


ESPITE all that has been said 

‘and written for and against 
Abraham Lincoln, this well - loved 
American still remains a man of hon- 
esty, earnestness, and purpose, claim- 
ed J. 8. Hodgson, Arts '37, who deliv- 
ered his paper on “Lincoln and the 
Union” at the regular meeting of the 
Historical Club held last night, The 
meeting was held at the home of Mr. 











‘| Guy Tombs, on Mount Pleasant Ave, 


. Beginning with the birth of Lincoln 
in a small Kentucky village, Hodgson 
then proceeded to describe the early 
life and education of the famous 
United States president. Dividing all 
of Lincoln’s biographers and critics 
into two groups — those who believe: 
in the legend of “Honest Abe,” the 
rail - splitter, for whom successively 
higher political posts were opened by 
some divine providence, , gradually 
bringing him to .the presidency of the’ 
United States, and those, less credu- 
lous, who say that the man was an 
ignorant, unlearned lawyer, who 
through a series of accidents was made 
president of the above - mentioned 
States. Whereupon the speaker show- 
ed that the adherents of each of 
these beliefs are partly right, but that 
in the main, Lincoln was an honest, 


-|conscientious supporter of his country. 


| Received Little Education 

It; is true, said the speaker, that 
Lincoln himself received little edu- 
cation in his youth, but as he. ‘grew 
older: he ‘tried to make up for this, 


| and it is significant to note that one 


of the most important acts passed 
during his term.as president was, one 
granting land and funds to be used 
in the advancement..of education. At 


qualifications, he was admitted to the 
bar, ‘having already. been a member 


years; As a lawyer, although: handi- 


capped by an ignorance of° legal 


technicalities, he still managed to gain 


some success through his scrupulous 


honesty, and an'excellent ability for 
picking out small‘ ‘flaws in his OPRO-, 
nents’ arguments. 

In 1848 he took: the first real for- 
ward step in his: ‘political career, when 
he went to Washington as represen- 


tative for the state of Illinois. After | 
| serving his term’ he returned to his. 
law practice for’ another six years, À 


re-entering politics in 1854 as a mem- 
ber of the then newly - organized 
Republican Party. At this time, al- 
though Lincoln fully realized the ‘evils 
of slavery, neither he nor any of his 
party was at all in favour of going to 
extreme measures to abolish these 
evils. ai 

Became President a 

Even in 1860 when he became presi- 
dent, with the south entirely against 
him, he stated with characteristic 
frankness that even if he had the 


right or the inclination to do so, he | 


had no intent‘on of abolishing slavery. 
Moreover, he declared that if it were 
to be abolished, it must be through 
the legislatures of the: various states 
concerned, rather re through the 
federal government, |
